The passing of Mr. O, Forrester was a 
loss to Altona. He was a worthy citizen. 
His claims for the sand trap were such that in 
his most recent letter to the Shire Council 
he stated this was the only means by which 
Altona beach could be saved. He was a great 
advecate. He can no longer speak for himself. 
Under the circumstances we suggest 
the Council take an objective look at the 
scheme. Now is the time, before Mr. For- 
rester’s ideas are forgotten, for a final de- 
cision. It could be important for Altona. 
in theory.the sand trap is simple. Given 
sufficient turbulence it was claimed the sand 
impregnated water water would leave in the 
sand trap a cumulative residue of sand. 
The sand trap at Maidstone Street was 
placed’ in position some time ago. It may 
be entitled to no more than the Scot verdict

Scallop Fishery 


Port Phillip Bay 


A new scallop fishery has started in Port 
Phillip Bay. The Assistant Chief Secretary, Mr. 
Hamer, said today that several boats had come re- 
cently from Tasmania, where the scallop fishery is 
well established in the D’Entrecasteaux Channel, 
and were obtaining highly payable catches in Port 


Phillip. 


Mr. Hamer said that a 
survey of the scallop beds 
had been carried out for 
Several years past by the 
Fisheries and Wildlife De- 
partment using diving and 
dredging methods and it had 
been established that scops 
existed for a good regular 
harvest. 


Scallops are dredged from 
the bottom with special gear, 
and ordinary fishing grounds 
ate not adversely affected, 
Mr. Hamer said that some 
previous attempts had been 
made to fish scallops in the 
bay, but the new undertak- 
ing by experienced Tasman- 
ian fishermen, with proper 
equipment, had shown the 
true potential of the fishery. 


The Victorian scallops are 
comparable in every way 
with the Tasmanian variety, 
and most of the present 
catch is being snap-frozen 
for export. Mr. Hamer said 
that the Government hoped 
that Victorian fishermen 
would be encouraged to take 
part in the harvest, and the 
Fisheries and Wildlife Depart 
ment would co-operate fully 
with sdwice as the location 
and extent of the - scallop, 
beds in Port Phillip and as 
to the best methods and 
gear to employ.
